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Dr. Richard Krautheimer, erne of art history's most distinguished and 
prolific scholars and respected teachers, will lecture at The Cleveland Museum 
of Art on Friday, March 22 at 8:30 p.m. His subject will be the Hagia Sophia in 
Constantinople, the church of Divine Wisdom built for Emperor Justinian during 
the golden age of Byzantine art in the sixth century and one of architecture's 
great triumphs. 

Dr. Krautheimer has been associated with New York University’s Institute 
of Fine Arts since 1938, beginning as a lecturer and subsequently twice assuming ' 
the duty of acting director. In 1966, he was nJBned the Institute's Jayne Wrightsman 
Professor of Fine Arts. 

Educated in Germany, his major fields of interest center on Early Christian 
and Byzantine architecture but he has also conducted studies enconpassing Carol ingian, 
Romanesque, Gothic, Renaissance and Baroque architecture. He was awarded New York 
University's Presidential Citation in 1967, will be presented Roma's Acaden^ Medal* 
for Distinguished Service and has received tributes from Vassar, the University 
of Louisville, Dumbarton Oaks and from the following establishments in Rome: the 
Blblioteca Hertziana, the Pontifical Academy of Roman Archaeology and the Pqn^fical 
Institute of Christian Archaeology which also published his Corpus Basilicarum 
Christianarum Romae . 

Krautheimer* s lecture is the second on art and architecture presented by 
the Museum to memorialize the late H. E. Weeks who was the institution's friend 
and patron.
